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TOPICS OF THE DAY 


ARCHITECTS IN CONFERENCE. 
FULL report of the Leeds Conference, which is 
A proceeding as we go to press, will be given in our 
nexi issue. From the programme of arrangements it is 
apparent that this Conference should be no less successful 
than its many memorable predecessors. The addresses 
which were given yesterday (Thursday) covered a wide 
range of interests, and though sufficiently “ professional ” 
in character were general enough to befit an occasion 
one of whose necessary purposes must be to call public 
attention to the services which a great profession is 
rendering and can increasingly render to the community. 
The President, Mr. Percy Thomas, gave an excellent 
opening address at the Inaugural Meeting, pointing out 
that the architect was specially qualified to plan in the 
wider field of social and industrial development, and that 
his part could not be omitted without more or less 
disastrous results. / 
Mr. Goodhart-Rendel, in his paper on ‘“‘ The Architect 
To-day,”’ touched upon many of the “ stock ” problems 
of our time, but with such subtlety of thought and 
original turn of phrase that it seemed as though we 
were hearing. them discussed and disposed of for the 
first time. For example, the history of the modern 
movement seemed to be crystallised in the following 
_ sentences : ‘‘ Post-war discontent led many to make a 
stand for a notion that beauty could consist solely in the 
performance of function without any really esthetic 
element at all. Whilst the memory of much ornamental 
uselessness was still fresh this notion was widely accepted, 
but now that. the irritating past is lapsing into harmless 
history we realise that no art can be made by negation.” 
It is one of the attractions as well as one of the irrita- 
tions of art, particularly the practical and social art 
of architecture, that it should lend itself so readily to 
acute differences of opinion, not only among its prac- 
titioners but among the general public who, with little 


or no knowledge, do not hesitate to express opinions 


that are based solely on superficial outward appearances; 
but it is salutary to remember that architecture is 
essentially a planning and constructive art, and that, as 
Mr. Goodhart-Rendel said, “ beauty often does arise 
from uséfulness,” and that “ the architect, above all 
else, must be a man with common sense.” 

It is as a man with common sense that the architect 
can best serve the community. If to his common sense 
is added the quality of imaginative genius so much the 
better ; but if there is to be priority in these qualities 
there is no doubt as to which should come first. 

Reference to Professor Patrick Abercrombie’s stimu- 
lating address on “The Development of a Great 
Industrial City and Its Area,” and other matters of 
Conference interest must be deferred until next week. 


- BUILDING STATISTICS. . 


S will be seen from statistics published elsewhere in 
this issue, plans passed by 144 local authorities 
during the month of May were estimated at £9,015,200 
as compared with £12,476,600 in May, 1936. This 
represents a drop of 27.8 per cent. 

We notice that. a number of financial writers have 
construed the situation as indicating the end of the 
present period of building activity. We believe that 
such opinion is wrong, both in construing a single 
month’s decrease as necessarily an indication of trend. 
(it may be recalled that the figures for the first four 
months of this year as compared with January-April, 
1936, were £40,047 ,000 to £38,286,500) and in presenting 
an incomplete picture of the facts. These are that the 
Statistics compiled by local authorities require amplifica- 
tion, in that neither Government work nor the excep- 
tionally heavy L.C.C. programme is included. Further, 
the figures have been affected in that many small firms, 


who normally undertake houses and smaller works, are 
finding it more profitable to sub-contract for bricklaying 
and concreting work on Government defence building. 
There is, in short, no reason for panic and little for 
suspecting any sharp decline in building. The industry 
is fortunate in that it has in the Building Industries 
National Council—on which are represented the R.1.B.A., 


the National Federations of Employers and Operatives, — 


and the other interests in the indystry—a body which 
is, we believe, fully alive to the situation and is capable 
of making any pronouncement that may be required 
for the information of the public. 

The Council, through Mr. Sydney Tatchell, has just 
made such a pronouncement in an appeal for a survey 
of projected building works, so that a planned scheme 
to mitigate the effect of any future slump’may be pre- 
pared and held in readiness. We hope that this pro- 
posal, which has already been commended in these 
columns, may speedily be implemented, for, as Mr. 
Tatchell states: ‘‘'The success of such an effort to 
mitigate the alternation of boom and slump depends in 
the first place upon sufficiently detailed plans being 
prepared well in advance and, secondly, upon the exact 
timing of the measures to be taken.” 


THE “TIMBER-MINDED ARCHITECT.” 


"TE constructional world has always been renowned 
for plain speaking—a virtue which leaves, at 
least, little room for misunderstandings. In our per- 
petual search for knowledge, which sometimes leads us 
into mixed company, we have heard various and 
picturesque descriptions of the. trades by the pro- 
fessions, of the professions by the trades, and of both 
by quantity surveyors. We confess, however, to con- 
siderable surprise in seeing the architect described in all 
seriousness in a contemporary as “ timber-minded.” 

For a moment we hardly knew what to think. Was 
it possible, we wondered, that a modern parallel to the 
story of Lot’s wife had been enacted, that some unhappy 
architect had been furtively looking back at the past 
for inspiration and been turned by the Djinn of 
Modernism into a pillar of wood? Or ‘could it be 
merely the description applied by a contractor versed 
in cross-word puzzles to some practitioner who had 
cut him down on “ extras ”’ ? 

Fortunately for the maintenance of peace and unity 
of the building trade, it was neither of these, but was 
simply to be taken as meaning, in plain American, that 
the architect has now ceased to be “timber un- 
conscious ”’ ! 


THE PARIS EXHIBITION. 


A Ren roads are leading just now not to 

Rome but to Paris, where the International 
Exhibition is (we may as well complete this mixture 
of geography and metaphor) the Mecca. Within the 
next few weeks the International Reunion of Architects, 
the International Housing and Town Planning Congress 
and, we believe, the Design and Industries Association 
will have visited the Exhibition. 

They will not, we feel, be disappointed nor feel other 
than that what has been done is a great conception 
brilliantly carried out. It is true that there is a good 
deal yet to be completed, but there is quite enough to 
occupy the inquiring mind for any reasonable stay. 
Some of our own impressions are given in an article 
commencing on page 1319. 

We are certain that those who do visit the Exhibition 
will retain two lasting impressions, ‘the first of the 
magnificent manner in which the planners have formed 
a 250-acre Exhibition near the centre of the city, and, 
the second, a sense of gratitude for the shade afforded 
by the trees and for the frequent recurrence of the little 
cafés ! ;

The R.1.B.A. London 
Architecture Medal. 


Tue R.1.B.A: London Architecture 


Bronze Medal for a building ‘of excep- 
tional merit ”’ erected during 1936, within 
an eight-miles radius of Charing Cross, 
has been awarded to Messrs. Stanley Hall 
and Easton and Robertson, FF.R.I.B.A., 
for the Nurses’ House of the Hospital for 
Sick Children, Great Ormond-street, 
Bloomsbury. This year the jury, under 
the chairmanship of Mr. Percy E. Thomas, 
President of the R.I.B.A., included Earl 
Stanhope; Lord Aberconway; Mr. R. M. 
Holland-Martin (President of the Archi- 
tecture Club); Sir Giles Gilbert Scott, 
R.A.; Mr. H. S. Goodhart-Rendel, 
President-Elect of the R.I.B.A.; Mr. 
Charles Holden and Mr. Charles Marriott. 
The building, which faces Guilford-street 
and is of golden-brown brick and Port- 
land stone, is the first part of a great 
scheme for rebuilding the whole hospital. 
It. contains accommodation for 180 nurses, 
and is regarded as a model of comfort and 
convenience. In 1928 Mr. Easton and Mr. 
Robertson, before they entered into part- 
nership with Mr. Stanley Hall, were 
awarded the medal for the Hall of the 
Royal Horticultural Society in West- 
minster, and thus join Sir John Burnet, 
Tait and Lorne; who are the only other 
firm to have gained the medal twice—for 
Lloyds Bank headquarters, Lombard- 
street (with Messrs. Campbell Jones, Sons 
and Smithers) and the Royal Masonic 
Hospital, Ravenscourt Park. 


The Rhodesia 
House Statues. 

Srx of the Epstein statues on the facade 
of Rhodesia House, Strand, are to be re- 
moved. Just recently half a head of one 
of the statues fell into the street, and the 
decision to take them down was reached 
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after an examination by architects. The 
fate of the remaining sixteen statues is 
under consideration. A pent-house is to 
be built under the statues to catch any 
pieces that might fall. Rhodesia House, 
it will be recalled, was formerly the British 
Medical Association building, and the 
sculptor is Mr. Jacob Epstein. 


Sir William Beveridge on 
Possibility of a Slump. 

Spraxine at the annual conference at 
Bournemouth on June 18 of the Institute 
of Municipal Treasurers and Accountants, 
Sir William Beveridge, Director of the 
London School of Economics, referred to 
the prospect in Great Britain of a double 
slump—in. employment and population. 
After pointing out that there was no 
machinery for securing a comprehensive 
survey in advance of the problems of 
government, he said that preparation 
against war was obviously necessary. But 
there were other eventualities, definitely 
more probable than war, for which no 
similar preparation was made. The first 
was the slump. which we might expect 


after the present boom. The reasons for 


expecting a slump after the boom were 
partly general and partly special. The 
general reason was the experience of 
nearly one hundred years of cyclical 
fluctuation of trade, industry, and em- 
ployment. The special reason was the 
stimulant given to industrial activity by 
the rearmament programme. When this 
programme got past its intensive phase, 
unemployment, through displacement of 
particular classes of men, was likely to be 
added to cyclical depression. 


The Need for 


_ Pre-planning. 


“The condition of securing forethought 
in public affairs,” he concluded, “‘ is to 
have adequate machinery, an organ of 
forethought, in central and local govern- 
ment alike. For the central Government 
this means an economic general staff—a 
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group of Civil Servants with no dajj 
administrative tasks, but with the duty of 
surveying comprehensively all economic 
problems that may face the Governmen; 
with funds for its own inquiries and fo 
the setting on foot of inquiries by expert 
in the universities and elsewhere, with 
influence to co-ordinate the researches of 
the separate Government Departments.” 


The Preservation 
of Wells Cathedral. 

A COMPREHENSIVE scheme for shoring up 
the east end of Wells Cathedral, should 
need- arise, has-been prepared by §ir 
Charles Nicholson, F.R.I.B.A. Apart 
from this scheme, it has been decided to 
do nothing to the east end of the 
Cathedral. We learn that borings were 
taken to a depth of 40 ft. without reaching 
rock, but no serious danger is to be appre. 
hended unless there should be an altera. 
tion in the level of the water in the gub-. 
soil. It is also stated that the roof of the 
library in the Cathedral is causing grave 
anxiety. Some patching has been done 
at the north end, but it is feared that a 
large sum will have to be spent upon it 
before long. 


Further Additions to 
London’s “‘ Green Belt.” 

Tue Parks Committee of the London 
County Council recommend the Council 
to make contributions of £12,800 towards 
the cost of acquiring another 550 acres of 
land in Hertfordshire and Surrey for pre- 
servation as public open spaces under the 
Green Belt Scheme. The areas in Hert- 
fordshire consist of about 50 acres of 
land, forming the greater part of Croxley 
Hall Woods and adjoining meadow land 
at Croxley Green, Rickmansworth, and 
about 247 acres of land, known ag Great 
Wood, at Northaw. Two areas of land 
are to be acquired in Surrey—one adjoins 
the towing part of the river Thames west 
of Ham House, Richmond, and the other, 
known as Sheep Leas, is at West Horsley.

War Cemeteries and 

their Headstones. 

A TRIBUTE is paid by Sir Fabian Ware, 
the Vice-Chairman of the Imperial War 
Graves Commission, in his Annual Report, 
to the foresight and wisdom of Sir John 
Burnet and Sir Robert Lorimer, the archi- 
tects on whose advice the Commission 
depended for their scheme of permanent 
commemoration in the Near East. In 
Egypt, states Sir Fabian, our war 
cemeteries have been designed with great 
simplicity, a modest and unarresting 
gate-house, the Cross of Sacrifice and the 
Stone of Remembrance being the only 
structural embellishments. The head- 
stones are thus given the prominence 
which was intended when the Commission 
first decided that the commemoration of 
the dead individually, on the basis of 
equality of sacrifice, was the object and 
justification of their task. Builders will 
be particularly interested in Sir Fabian’s 
comments on the stones used in the 
various war cemeteries. He says that the 
Maintenance. of headstones falls, 
broadly speaking, into two categories, 
renovations and repairs. Renovation 
consists of the rubbing down of the 
stones, the renewal of inscriptions 
either by touching up the letters or com- 
plete recutting and the treatment of the 
stones with zinc silico-fluoride. The total 
number of headstones dealt with during 
the year 1935-36 was 45,000. Repairs con- 
sist of total or partial replacement due to 


breakage and of work on displaced or 
broken headstone foundations resulting 
from subsidence of the soil. Severe frost, 
such as was experienced in the March 
quarter, is a frequent cause of breakage. 
During the year 41 headstones were re- 
placed and 281 repaired out of a total of 


‘over 560,000 in France and Belgium. 


An Interesting American Building. 
CONSIDERABLE achievements have been 


made in the new Federal Office building ° 


in the United States, known as the 
Interior Department. Special atten- 
tion has been given to automatic 
air-conditioning and to the provision of 
over 8,000 gallons of water a minute re- 
quired to wash the air. This will be 
heated in winter and chilled in summer. 
The machinery is said to be so efficient 
that the rooms on the shady side of the 
building are kept as warm as those on 


the sunny side throughout the whole of - 


the day. There are also mechanical 
devices for fire protection, which auto- 
matically signal for help in case of fire, 
start a sprinkler system, and can even call 
up the city fire brigade. Most of these 
mechanical systems are controlled by 
heat. It is claimed by Americans that 
the robot equipment of this modern 
building is surpassed only by that of the 
Government’s new Archives Building, 
which uses “electric eyes’ to guard the 
valuable manuscripts of the United 
States. 
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Rome Scholarship 
in Architecture. 

THE designs submitted in the Final 
Competition for the Rome. Scholarship in 
Architecture will be on exhibition at the 
R.1.B.A. between the hours of 10 a.m. 
and 8 p.m. (Saturdays 10 a.m. and 5 p.m.), 
from July 5-10 inclusive. The Scholar- 
ship is provided by the Royal Institute 
of British Architects, which makes a grant 
of £750 a year to the British School at 
Rome, and is awarded by the Faculty of 
Architecture of the British School at 
Rome. 

This year the subject for the competi- 


tion was “ A Zoological Gardens.” Fifteen 


students, from the following schools, have 
submitted designs: the Welsh School of 
Architecture, the Technical College, Car- 


“diff; the School of Architecture, Edin-

*What he has to say will, I am sure,” 
declared the President, “‘ be an inspiration 
and a stimulus to the people of Leeds and 
to the other great industrial cities of the 
North and Midlands. Mr. Goodhart- 
Rendel, who in a week’s time will take 
over from me the responsibility of the 
Presidency, will speak on ‘ The Archi- 
tect To-day,’ and I know that we are 
going to enjoy.a rare intellectual treat. 


Planning and the Architect. 


** But before I give place to them I want 
to say a word on the general subject of 
the part which our profession has to play 
in the service of-the community. In these 
days we are all talking of planning— 
planning in almost every form: town 
and country planning, regional planning, 
industrial planning—and I want to call 
your attention to the fact, not realised by 
so many, that in all these forms of essen- 
tial planning the architect has to play a 
part which cannot be ignored or omitted 
without more or less disastrous results. 

‘The business of the architect is not 
simply to plan and supervise the erection 
of buildings. That is, in itself, a big 
enough task; but his skill and knowledge 
are essential factors in a far wider field. 
He deals—or should deal—with the rela- 
tions of buildings to one another, the 
planning of the streets and the lay-out of 
the town, the proper disposition of its 
various elements—residential, industrial, 
civic, recreational, and so on. We have 
recently had a remarkable example of the 
public recognition of the architect’s part 
in a great industrial and social develop- 
ment. One of the methods which have 
been adopted by the Government for deal- 
ing with the. terrible problem of the 
‘Special Areas’ hag been the creation of 
what are called ‘Trading Estates’ in 
these ageas. It is a modest name for a big 
thing. It proposes to create in a depressed 
area a complete new industrial unit, with 
its factories, its transport, its homes, its 
schools, churches and places of recreation. 


“One of the first, if not the very first,- 


of these enterprises is the Team Valley 
Trading Estate, and in this case the 
authorities set an example which will, I 
hope, be followed all over the country. 
They decided that from the first they must 
have an architect and town planner of 
outstanding ability and energy, and I am 
glad to say that they enlisted the help of 
the R.I.B.A. in securing the services of 
Professor Holford, Professor of Civic 
Design in the University of Liverpool, who 
is now busy in his great and hopeful task.

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“The Architectural Profession Organised.‘ 


*‘ Our Conference is, perhaps, a suitable 
opportunity for pointing out to the general 
public and to the Press, as well as to the 
authorities who serve the public, that the 
architectural profession is now organised 
and equipped- as never before for giving 
to the community the skilled service which 
it needs. No one with his eyes open can 
go through any of our cities and the areas 
surrounding them without realising how 
badly such services are needed. 

“We have in the Royal Institute - of 
British Architects, with its allied societies 
in every part of the country, a vigorous 
organisation which is réady and anxious 
to play its part in creating those better, 
healthier and more beautiful conditions 
which we hope will be the mark of the 
twentieth century as compared with. the 
disorder and ugliness that were the mark 
of the nineteenth. Our architects are 
trained and. tested as they have never 
been before by a system of education in 
architecture and town planning which is 
turning out every year fresh contingents 
of young and eager professional men and 
women who want only to be given the 
opportunity to show what they can do. 

** The machinery of the R.I.B.A. and its 
allied societies has been overhauled and 
tightened up in order to make it more 
effective for its purpose of service to the 
profession and the public. We are doing 
our utmost to bring home to the public 
what we can do for them if they will give 
us the chance. We have organised, and we 
are sending all over the country, a series 
of exhibitions (open freely to the public) 
which illustrate the architectural solu- 
tion of one problem after another—the 
better planning of schools, the possibili- 
ties of planning for air transport, the 
planning of civic centres and municipal 
buildings, and even the improved design 
of the little ‘ everyday things ’ that we all 
use, from. tea-cups to carpets. The attend- 
ances at these exhibitions have already 
reached several hundred thousand. 

** We are developing our service of illus- 
trated lectures for all sections of the com- 
munity from the children in the schools 
to the mature citizens in their clubs and 
We are helping the work of 
rational preservation of beauty wherever 
it exists. 

** But I want to emphasise the fact that 
‘preservation’ in the narrow sense of 
the word is only a small part of our task. 
‘Creation’ is pur main duty, and if the 
two ideas are correctly interpreted there 
is no conflict between them. We have 
to create new efficiency, new order and 
new beauty, and in doing it we have to 
see that we do no needless injury to the 
best that our forefathers have bequeathed 
to us.”

Tur Paris Exhibition—or to give it, its 
full and resounding title, L’Exposition 
Internationale des Arts et des Techniques 
Appliqués & la Vie Moderne—is open. 
This, as the interested world is aware, is 
far from meaning that the whole exhibi- 
tion is ready, for labour and_ climatic 
troubles have conspired to condemn this 
prilliant venture to the doom of all great 
exhibitions—unpunctuality. 

But there are worse sins than unpunc- 
tuality—-dullness and lack of interest 
among them—and those who have seen 
for themselves will be in no doubt, I 
think, that Paris, 1937, is certain to take 
a leading place among the great exhibi- 
tions of all time. It points the significant 
moral that France, which in the past ten 
years has been rather out of the architec- 
tural and decorative limelight, has once 
more taken its old-time position in the 
centre of the international stage and, if 
one may compare architectural modes to 
feminine fashions, is making extremist 
styles look like last year’s frocks! 

Of one building, at least, the Museu 
of Modern Arts, it may be said that of 
itself it would justify this or any exhibi- 
tion and, in retrospect, it remains in the 
mind’s eye as a completely satisfying 
building—dramatic but not theatrical, 
full of that French quality of which Mr. 
Goodhart-Rendel has lately reminded us— 
Elegance. (Views are on page 1323.) 

This is going too fast, however; the 
general plan first and individual build- 
ings after. The general lay-out is seen 
on page 1320. Paris is to be congratulated 
on two things: first, on having within her 
central boundaries an area of open space 
and riverside sites such as are contained 
in this Exhibition, and secondly upon the 
perception and nerve with which her 
architects and planners have enclosed 250 
acres of land in the heart of the city, and 
so planned it that the normal traffic is 
barely interfered with. It ig a concep- 
tion which could not possibly be carried 

out in London.

The Lay-out of the Exhibition. 

The full extent of the environs of the 
Exhibition is seen from the plan. The 
longer axis, which follows the bend of 
the Seine, stretches from the Alexandre 
Trois bridge, near the Concorde, to the 
Ile des Cygnes and the Pont Grenelle, a 
distance of nearly two miles. The shorter 
but main axis, which roughly bisects the 
river frontages, is from the Trocadero to 
the Ecole Militaire at the far end of the 
Champ de Mars. The Eiffel Tower 
straddles this axis. . Except for the Pont 
d’Iena which, in widened form, bridges 
the Trocadero gardens and the Champ de 
Mars, cross-river traffic has not been 
interfered with, light bridges in steel or 
timber having been thrown across all 
river bridge-heads. A circuit of the 4} 
miles of the Exhibition boundaries with- 
out once going outside the gates is thus

possible, if one so desires, though, per- 
sonally, I did not make the attempt. 

The convenience, which will no doubt 
be reflected in the takings, of having the 
Exhibition at one’s doorstep is something 
which will best be appreciated by those 
who remember the tedious train journeys 
to Wembley and, in only slightly less 
degree, to the 1931 French Colonial Exhi- 
bition. at Vincennes. What might have 
been an-expedition has been reduced to 
an after-dinner stroll. 


The main entrance—there are in all 32— 
lies between the two curved wings of the 
new Trocadero (see this page). From the 
broad terrace (which also forms the roof 
of the new Trocadero Theatre) one gets 
a view of the formal gardens leading down 
to the Seine, flanked by the pavilions of 
nations. Dominating the scene is that last 
relic of the 1889 Exhibition, the Eiffel 
Tower, which enjoys among Frenchmen 
that same affectionate tolerance with 
which the Crystal Palace was regarded by 
Englishmen. 


This is undoubtedly the entrance for a 
first appearance, not only because of the 
magnificent bird’s-eye view one gets from 
the Trocadero, but because of the gorgeous 
jest provided by the contrapuntal position 
of the militant pavilions of Germany and 
the U.R.S.S., which glare at each other 
across the mouth of the Pont d’Iena. The 
positions occupied by these two buildings 
are the dominating ones of the Exhibition, 
at least among the national pavilions, and 
one of the major criticisms of the Exhibi- 
tion must be that it is a thousand pities 
that they are not better filled. The 
Russian pavilion (see page 1314) by B. M. 
Iofan, certainly fulfils its intention of 
attracting attention, though architectur- 
ally the narrow front is crushed by an 
immense group, in oxydised steel and 
78 ft. high, depicting Young Russia 
brandishing the sickle and hammer. This 
is the work of a woman sculptor, Mme. 
V. S. Moukhina.

en face. - This quality of effectiveness 
vanishes by day, when the attenuated 
proportions (the pavilion is 500 ft. long by 
only 72 ft. wide and 80 ft. high) and un- 
compromising unimaginativeness of the 
structure are revealed. The tower is 
175 ft. high. The Italian Pavilion is 
another which looks at its best by night. 

An extenuating factor is, however, that 
the extreme length of both German and 
U.R.S.8. pavilions is due to the fact that 
underneath both buildings has been con- 
structed the tunnel to carry the traffic 
which previously used the Quai de Tokio 
and crossed the. Pont d’Iena’s mouth. The 
construction of this tunnel of about 
800 yds. length—which at one stroke freed 
for building purposes the guaz side in the 
immediate vicinity of the bridge, and 
effected what will be a permanent “ fly- 
under” for road traffic when the Iena 
bridge reverts to its normal use—is an 
example of farsightedness in planning ex- 
hibitions to secure permanent improve- 
ments to the city which is typically 
French. 

This Exhibition has provided a rich 
crop of such “ by-products ”’ including, in 
addition to the Galleries of Modern Art 
already referred to, the new Trocadero, 
the rebuilt theatre and formale gardens; 
a widened Pont d’Iena; a number of per- 
manent footbridges; an island (Ile des 
Cygnes) quadrupled in size; and a new 
Aquarium. These improvements alone 
put Paris in the debt of the Exhibition 
director, M. Robert Martzloff; and his 
architects, MM. Charles Letrosne (honor- 
ary) and Jacques Greber. . 


The New Trocadero. 

As one stands between the monuments 
of the Dictator countries, U.R.S.S. and 
' Germany, the view up the slope to the 
new Trocadero is superb. An impression 
of the view is gained from the view on 
page 1321, though this was taken from the 
Eiffel Tower. The sympathetic treatment 
accorded to the trees is particularly 
noticeable. Wherever possible, these have 
been left intact, and more than one 
pavilion has actually been built around 
the trunks. The effect of this has been 
to add to the charm of the scene and to 
the effect of general permanence of the 
buildings—an_ effect -which igs present 
throughout the Exhibition in quite re- 
markable degree. 


The new Trocadero is the largest and 
most important of the permanent build- 
ings erected in connection with the Exhi- 
bition. It replaces the earlier building, 
which, as a French architect dryly re- 
marked, will be mourned only by those 
who habitually mourn for the dead! In 
the place of that compositely styled mass 
has been erected a graceful building with 
curved -wings, the central portions of 
which rise two stories higher, giving em- 
phasis. The central area, where stood the 
old Salle des Spectacles, has been com- 
pletely demolished, and a 200 ft. broad 
terrace created, from which is given access 
from the Place du Trocadero. This ter- 
race forms the roof of the new Theatre, 
which, taking advantage of the fall in the 
ground, has been constructed entirely 
underground. Access is gained by 150- 
person capacity lifts and by the magnifi- 
cent double flights of stairs which lead to 
the gardens... 


The wings of the Trocadero, which ex- 
tend nearly 200 yards in either direction, 
and are curved on plan, house on their 
three floors a truly appalling collection of 
plaster snippets from the cathedrals and 
ancient monuments of France. It is, in 
fact, an architectural morgue which 
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proves that architectural fragments may 
be just as meaningless as sentences taken 
out of context. On the upper floors of 
the central portions are planned flats for 
the Director and other fortunate officials. 


Construction is reinforced concrete, 
faced with a pleasant white Massangis 
stone, natural stone being used for the 
principal elevations and reconstructed 
stone elsewhere. The architects were able 
to use the foundations of the old building 
to a large extent, which has given a con- 
siderable saving in time and cost. 


Architecturally, the building is severely 
plain, and in the sunlight is a grand pic- 
ture, with its magnificent double sweep. 
All the same, there may be those who feel 
that the emphasis of the frontal piers 
which are carried into the frieze of the 
cornice has “‘slowed up” the sweep of 
the wings. The convex fagade, to the 
Place du Trocadero, is practically with- 
out openings, and is divided into large 
panels each framing a bas-relief. Owing 
to the screening of the belt of trees, few 
are photographable, but an example, by 
Antoine Sartorio, is on page 1313.

Modern Research on Brickwork : Some 

Practical Aspects : A Correction. 

Srr,—In a lecture to the Burnley Build- 
ing Students’ Guild, the major part of 
which was reproduced under the above 
title in recent issues of your journal, I 
was guilty of a misstatement in connec- 
tion with the tiled roof exposure tests in 
progress at the Building Research Station. 
Trusting to my memory of visual inspec- 
tion of these test roofs, which, thanks to 
the courtesy of the Director of Building 
Research, I was permitted to make during 
the previous year, I erroneously stated 
that the only one of the several types of 
tile which failed was “‘a rather cheap 
brand of foreign tile,” whereas in point 
of fact, as the Director of Building Re- 
search has pointed out to me since publi-: 
cation of the lecture, the tiles which failed 
were not of foreign origin. 


According 10 the Director, “the failure 
of the tile in question is attributed partly 


to the very flat pitch which was adopted — 


for experimental purposes as an extreme 
case, which leads to the tiles being wetter 
than on a normal roof. It appears that 
these tiles are traditionally used at a 
steep pitch. By reducing the pitch, fewer 
tiles are needed to cover the same hori- 
zontal area. The experiment shows what 
may happen if an attempt is made to re- 
duce the cost of. roofing by adopting a 
pitch lower than that for which the tiles 
are suitable.” 


Incidentally, those of your readers in- 
terested in tile durability, etc., might like 
to note that a paper describing these ex- 
posure tests, by Dr. C. M. Watkins, of 
the Building Research Station staff, will 
appear in the forthcoming Congress Book 
about to be issued by the Committee of 
the recent Congress of the International 
Society for Testing Materials, held in 
London last Aprik 

I trust, Sir, that, in the interests of 
accuracy which must be a fundamental 
factor when reporting scientific observa- 
tions, you will give due prominence in 
your journal to this correction.

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THE new Roman Catholic Church 
of St. Augustine stands at the 
junction of Milan-road and Hare- 
hills-road, and replaces an older 
temporary structure of wood and 
corrugated iron, which had done 
good service for many years. The 
increasing needs of the parish and 
the need for increased accommoda- 
tion for worshippers has led to the 
erection of a new building, which 
consists of a church which will seat 
800 people, a Lady Chapel, two 
small side chapels, baptistery and 
clergy- and choir-sacristies. 

The church has been designed so 
that all worshippers may have a 
clear and unobstructed view of the 
high altar, which is raised well 
above the level of the nave floor. A 
central aisle and two side aisles 
give ample access and afford 
adequate processional ways. A 
stepped gallery is provided at the 
west end of the nave, reached by 
staircases adjoining the main 
‘entrance in Harehills-road. 

The interior is lofty and spacious

and well lighted by tall, narrow, 
square-headed windows. Ornament 
and colour are sparingly used. The 
walls are left the natural colour of 
the plaster, and are divided up by 
the grey piers, beams and roof 
principals of reinforced concrete. 


A green and black floor has been 
laid in the nave and aisles, the 
sanctuary and chapels being paved 
with stone. The altar furnishings, 
the green and gold carpet of the 
altar steps, and the Stations of the 
Cross, provide the main notes of 
colour in a simple, impressive and 
dignified interior. 

The exterior of the building does 
not follow any of the older tradi- 
tional styles, but expresses its pur- 
pose unmistakably. Brick has been 
used throughéut as a facing, the 
plain walls being relieved only by 
the long, narrow windows and the 
V-shaped buttresses between them. 
The roof is covered with Roman 
tiles of bold and _ distinctive 
character. The recessed main 
entrance from Harehills-road is 


approached by a wide flight of 
steps, and on a corbel immediately 
over the main entrance is a stone 
figure of St. Augustine, his hand 
raised in benediction. 

The main contractors were Messrs-

BATHS IN CHANGING ACCOMMODATION. 


Tus pavilion was the gift of the 
late Mr. C. F. Tetley, J.P., a great 
benefactor of the University. It is 
situated on the University’s exten- 
sive playing fields at Weetwood, 
four miles from the centre of the 
city, being easily accessible from 
all directions by tramcar and ’bus. 

The placing of the pavilion re- 

ceived close attention, as it was 
required to be in close proximity 
to all sections of the playing fields, 
which had been laid out for some 
years. It was therefore decided to 
place the pavilion on the north side 
of the ericket pitch, with the foot- 
_ ball pitches, running tracks, etc., 
: behind. 
The pavilion is at the moment for 
' the use of male students only, and 
the plan provides for a future wing 
at the centre rear of the building, 
which will provide further accom- 
-modation. The pavilion was re- 
quired to tone in with the surround- 
ing buildings, which are of a 
. Georgian character. 

The elevations are faced with a 
two-inch buff coloured brick, with 
cream joints slightly recessed, to 
bring out the texture of the brick- 
work. The plinth, strings, cills and 
heads, etc., are picked out in a 
slightly deeper tone brick, to pro- 
. vide interest. The stonework is 
' carried out in Portland stone, and 
the roof covered with tiles of similar 
' tone to the brickwork. . 

: The whole of the verandah is 
‘carried out in wood and painted 
_ cream and finished with an iron 
‘ railing coloured in a bluish green. 

The windows are of wood with 
metal casements, the frames being 
/ painted green and the casements 
‘ cream, the whole producing a 
pleasing effect in a typical northern 
- English background. . 

' The full extent of the main eleva- 
tion is taken up with a loggia with 
» baleony over, with the main steps 
_ leading direct to, the cricket pitch, 
_» which can be used either for serving

teas or as a 
cricket field. 

The plan provides on the ground 
floor changing accommodation for 
14 teams, each having its own.room, 
entered from the main hall, with 
complete lavatory accommodation 
at either end. 


In these bathrooms there have 
been provided three shallow baths, 
formed with glazed brick, as will be 
seen from the photographs, and 
seven hot and cold showers and one 
cold shower, all of the foot-control 
type. Separate rooms are provided 
for the referees and first-aid work. 

Facing the main entrance hall is 
the main staircase and attendants’ 
cubicle, into which players may 
hand cash, etc., for safe custody. 
Separate access is provided for the 
caretaker, and also the kitchen, 


‘ grandstand ”’ for the 


which is provided with a food hoist.- 


On the first floor is the tea room, 
with the necessary kitchens, etc., 


wf 


adjoining. The caretaker’s living 
room and ladies’ lavatory for visitors 
are also situated on this floor. 

In the roof are the score-box and 
bedrooms for the caretaker. 


In the basement is the whole of 
the heating apparatus, with three 
large and one small calorifier, an 
interesting point being that two of 
the large calorifiers are coupled to 
one boiler and one large and the 
small. calorifier to a second boiler, 
to enable, during the summer, one 
set to be cut out when less water 
is required for the washing of the 
players. 

In the basement there is also a 
drying room fitted up with racks 
and heating pipes for the drying of 
towels, etc. 

The store adjoining is used for 
foodstuffs for the use of the kitchen, 
The whole of the piping is easily 
accessible through the ducts lead- 
ing from the heating-chamber to 
each bath block. 

The general finishings in the in- 
terior of the building are extremely 
simple, namely, the entrance hall, 
corridors, etc., being oak wood 
blocks and plaster walls, finished in 
gloss paint. In order to protect the 
blocks from damage from the spikes, 
etc., coarse matting was -fixed. On 
each side of the entrance hall, 
boards are placed showing the name 
of each team occupying the various 
dressing-rooms. 

The main staircase is carried out 
in oak with a solid balustrade 
finished with an oak capping. 

The dressing-rooms have plastered 
walls and wood floors, and each is 
provided with a fixed seat round all 
walls with pin rails, etc., and hooks. 
Bathrooms are finished with “‘Snow- 
crete”’ walls with sand-float finish, 
and the floors are of concrete. 

Ventilation is provided by louvred 
vents and fans to enable steam to 
be carried away as quickly as 
possible. 

The tea room has plastered walls 
and boarded floor, the benches and 
tables are carried out in tubular 
steel with black tops to the tables.

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Occupyine the site of the old 


Wimbledon Tennis Club, | this 
building was erected to meet the 
growing demand for facilities for 
playing the popular games of 
squash racquets and badminton, 
which can be played: here under 
cover in all weathers. 

The plan provides for four 
standard squash courts (single) 
and four badminton courts, the 
latter being placed on the ground- 
floor, together with - spectators’ 
lounge, tea-lounge, bar, changing- 
rooms and secretary’s office. The 
squash courts, badminton gallery, 
squash gallery, professional’s shop 
and committee-room are situated

over the lounge and changing- 


rooms. The main badminton hall 
is constructed on the _ steel 
**Lamella” principle, and is of 


twin-barrel section (to provide, if 
necessary, two smaller halls), and 
covered externally with slate-sur- 
faced Ruberoid and continuous 
metal glazing. The remaining por- 
tion of the building is of normal 
solid brick construction with con- 
crete floor and flat roof covered 
with Ruberoid. Hot water _ is 
heated by gas, and the lounge, etc., 
are warmed by electric radiators and 
convectors. The badminton hall

shuttles. Ample lockers are pro- 
vided for players’ kit, etc., and a 
shop window for display of racquets 
and shoes, etc:, is provided in the 
entrance hall. 


A car park has been constructed © 
in front of the building. 


Inter-county badminton matches 
are held in the hall, where a large 
number of spectators can have an 
excellent view of the play, not only 
from the gallery specially provided, 
but also from the topmost gallery 
which is normally only used for 
viewing the squash courts. Dances 
are held in the tea-lounge in the 
winter months and in one section 
of the badminton hall in the 
summer, the other section being 
used by badminton players and for 
coaching, ete.

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A REVIEW OF PREMIATED DESIGNS. 


Tax result of this very important com- 
etition [given on page 1322] again 
provides us with an outstanding winning 
scheme, that is, judging from the three 
premiated designs—these, at the time of 
going to press, being the only designs on 
view. One feels, however, that in the 
remaining 22 schemes there must be 
some interesting solutions at least quite 
equal to the second and third places. I 
await with interest the opportunity to 
view the other schemes. 

The problem set the competitors was one 
of great magnitude, but one glance at the 
winning block plan and one feels that it is 


the right solution, so simple and defined is it. 


It can immediately be seen that the first 
portion, which is placed centrally on the site, 
will provide a complete unit in itself, the 
future extensions being separate units which 
can he added without in any way interfering 
with the first portion. This provision for 
future extensions is not so successfully. solved 
in the other two designs. 


The Winning Scheme. 

The aang scheme (Messrs. H. V. Ashley 
and Winton Newman) is planned on simple, 
direct and economical lines, with good circu- 
lation to all parts of the building, both present 
and future, and shows a masterly handling 
of a great planning problem. While it is 
impossible to criticise detail planning with 
so limited a space of time at one’s disposal, 
it is obvious that the main essentials have 
been very carefully studied by the authors of 
this fine scheme. 

The three main sections of the building are 
separate units vertically planned, each having 
its own principal entrances and _ staircases, 
the whole being grouped together around a 
large central quadrangle, with the assembly 
hall, which is common to all departments, 
centrally placed at right-angles to the main 
axis, and this is directly accessible from all 
departments. The principal entrances on the 
main axis are all very well planned in rela- 
tion to the surrounding roads, and the circu- 
lation, both vertically and horizontally, is very 
well managed. All blocks are planned with 
rooms on both sides of a central corridor; 
this is obviously the right solution for such 
a large scheme on so confined a site. 

There is not much to learn from the general 
placing of the various sections of the build- 
ing; these follow more or less accepted lines

for buildings of this type. The engineering 
and building trades workshops are on the 
lower ground floor, with laboratories, class- 
rooms and drawing offices, etc., on the upper 
floors. One good point in planning is the 
placing of all the social rooms on the top 
floor of the building, this being definitely 
the right position for these rooms. The 
cloakroom and lavatory accommodation is 
adequately provided for at the four corners 
of the building, on each floor. 

The elevations are very sound, depending on 
a fine grouping of masses, good proportion, 
and a simple vertical fenestration to provide 
a dignified architectural character; the whole 
of the elevations being purely a logical de- 
velopment of a very fine plan. While the 
elevations of the first portion provide a com 
plete building in themselves, the future exten- 
sions will greatiy accentuate the masses. The 
whole question of the future extensions, the 
satisfactory provision of which was one of 
the most difficult problems in the whole 
scheme, has been very successfully handled 
in this design. j 


The Design Placed Second. 
The pa premiated design (Messrs. D. 


‘Carr and W. F. Howard) ‘is altogether 


different in conception to the winning scheme. 
The plan is very open, having no enclosed 
quadrangles, that is, above first floor level, 
which, no doubt, is a very desirable feature 
on any plan; but it makes good horizontal 
circulation practically impossibie on a scheme 
of this size. The planning is quite clean and 
straightforward, but it lacks the simple, direct 
circulation of the winning scheme. 

The blocks, as in the winning scheme, are 
planned with rooms on both sides of a central 
corridor with vertical circulation between the 
various departments; this is managed’ equally 
as well as the winner. The assembly hall is 
rather unfortunately placed on the north-east 
corner of the site; one would have liked to see 
this a little more centrally situated, possibly in 
the position allotted to the centre wing of the 
future extensions.. The social rooms in this 
scheme are on the ground floor. The 
entrances and stairs are quite well placed in 
relation to surrounding roads. | 

The future extensions are not nearly so well 
handled; a large portion takes the form of 
additional floors over the first portion, which 
is not very desirable, especially on the prin- 
cipal elevation. The remaining accommoda- 
tion is provided in various small blocks. The 
elevations of this scheme, I consider, are far 
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behind the winning design;. their modern 
character being hardly suitable for such an 
bry “aac building in the centre of the city 
of Birmingham ; they also lack that fine group- 
ing of masses and refined proportions which 
the winning scheme bas attained. Tlie prin- 
cipal elevation to Corporation-street, would, 
in fact, be incomplete until the future exten- 
sions on the upper floors are added; the 
effect of this elevation, as drawn, is a long. 
low four-story building dominated by a huge 
tower. 


The Design Placed Third. _ 

The design placed third (Messrs. W. A. 
Mellon and H. E. Furse) gives us another 
entirely different solution to the problem. 1 
have not had time to study the scheme in 
detail, aud no doubt the assessor has seen 
some outstanding features in it which merit 
its third place; without seemg the remaining 
22. designs, one cannot judge this point. 

The more one studies the winning scheme 
the more one feels that itis definitely the 
winner, and the authors are so to be con- 
gratulated on a very fine scheme and the 
City of Birmingham on having obtained such 
an excellent design, which should eventually 
become a great Central College and a fine 
-asset to this great industrial ‘city.

THE ASSESSOR’S REPORT. 


Following are points from the report of the 
assessor, Mr. J. R. Adamson, F.R.L.B.A. :— 

Many of the designs are of great interest, 
but in all there are matters which are open 
t> criticism. 

The design placed first is simply, directly 
and conveniently planned about a large 
central court, and is marked by a good 
corridor circulation and provision of stairs and 
lifts. It gives separate and suitable 
approaches to all three colleges, and goes far 
towards preserving their separate identities, 
while maintaining their close relationship 
within the building. Further, a complete 
building is presented for the first portion of 
the work, the future extensions being planned 
as flanking additions of lower height on the 
northerly and southerly sides which will ulti- 
mately enclose what in the first instance will 
be open garden forecourts. 

_The external treatment is marked by 
simplicity and emphasis on mass rather than 
or. detail, and is suggested to be of brick 
with stone to the ground-floor story. As re- 
quired by the conditions of competition, the 
author of the first premiated design in his 
estimate of cost has not exceeded the rate 
o! 1s. 6d. per cubic foot. The total estimated 
cost for the first portion of the work is stated 
in his report to be £559,641, based upon a 
cost of 1s. 4d. per cubic foot, with sums added 
for special floors and foundations. This cost 
of 1s. 4d. per cubic foot is such that it would 
have necessitated the exercise of careful 
economy in the carrying out of the work even 
at the time when the total sum to be ex- 
pended upon the building was originally deter- 
mined. 

The designs awarded the second and third 
premiums each have many points of interest 
and provide skilful solutions of the problems 
involved, but I am of opinion that neither 
os them so satisfactorily meets your require- 
ments as does the scheme placed first. 

Buildings for technical training involve in 
their design many complications due to their 
numerous and specialised requirements. As 
suggested above, none of the schemes sub- 
mitted would in my opinion be entirely satis- 
factory without some modification, and with 
regard to the first premiated design it may 
be considered desirable to review the following 
points : (1) Access for goods; (2) Location of 
certain rooms and departments; (3) Pro- 
vision of a passenger lift within the commer- 
cial college precincts from ground floor up- 
wards; (4) Heights of floors in relation to 
width and uses of rooms; (5) Amount of 
crush space about the approaches to stairs; 
(6) Placing of car parks and cycle storage 
accommodation; (7) Architectural treatment 
of the various college entrances, and other 
matters. 
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THE Leeds Corporation has, since 1919 
and up to May 31, 1937, erected 14,938 
houses, cottage flats, shops and practi- 
tioners’ houses, the majority with the aid 
of State assistance under various Housing 
Acts. 

The Housing Department, under the 
direction of Mr. R. A. H. Livett, 
A.R.I.B.A., Housing Director, is actively 
engaged in carrying out the City Coun- 
cil’s policy of slum clearance under the 
Housing Act, 1930, and also the prepara- 
tory work in connection with overcrowd- 
ing under the Housing Act, 1935. The 
total. number of dwellings which have

been represented to date to the Ministry 
of Health as unfit is 10,650, and confirma- 
tion orders have been received for 10,532. 

Contracts have been let to date for 
8,971 houses, cottage flats and flats under 
the Housing Act, 1930, and of these 4,615 
have been completed to May 31, 1937. 
Contracts have also been let for 100 
houses under the Housing Act, 1925, for 
rehousing persons displaced owing to 
street improvements. 

Progress'- on the various schemes 
during the last financial year (April 1, 
1936, to March 31, 1937) has been’ satis- 
factory, some 2,342 houses and cottage 


flats, 32 shops and 5 practitioners’ houses 
having been completed. The policy of 
slum clearance is being carried out: by. 
the “‘representation”’ of 30,000 of the oldest 
back-to-back houses and the rehousing 
of the persons displaced in 23,500 houses 
and cottage flats on cottage estates, and’ 
6,500 grouped dwellings on central sites. 


The Housing Estates. 

The first estate to be developed by the: 
Housing Committee in 1934 was the 
Gipton Estate, comprising an area of 359 
acres, situated some 2 to 23 miles from 
the centre of the city and accommodat-:

ing 3,482 municipal houses. 1,946 dwell- 
ings have been completed to May 31 last. 
Another extensive area known as Sea- 
croft, situated 3 to 34 miles north-east of 
the city, has been acquired by the Cor- 
poration for housing purposes. This area 
will accommodate approximately 11,000 
dwellings and will link up with the 
Gipton Estate. Grouped dwellings are 
being provided by the erection of a large 
scheme of 938 flats on the Quarry Hill 
site, and proposals have been put for- 
ward for the erection of further blocks 
of tenement flats on sites already, or to 
be cleared. 


In order to meet the needs of the 
section of the community who normally 
live in lodging-houses, which will of 
necessity be demolished during the course 
of clearance operations, the Corporation 
has let a tender for a municipal hostel, 
to be known as ‘‘ Shaftesbury House,” on 
a site in Holbeck. Building operations 
are in progress, and. accommodation is 
being provided for 308 men and 196 
women. The Corporation has _ also 
erected during the past year an assembly 
hall on the Meanwood Estate, which has 
been handed over to the tenants, and it 
is under the direct control of a tenants’ 
management committze. The fumigation 
of tenants’ furniture, bedding, etc., prior 
to. occupying a new house has- occupied 
the attention of the Department, as has 
also the fumigation of houses and flats 
on the old estates which have been found 
verminous. 


A modified furniture scheme is also in 
operation, whereby tenants, who s0 
desire, may obtain on hire-purchase, 
essential articles, such as beds, bedding, 
chairs, tables, etc. The scheme has been 
in operation for over two years, and since 
its inception 1,427 applications have been 
received, and 912 agreements completed 
for goods to the value of £6,350. 


The question of overcrowding has also 
occupied the attention of the Corpora- 
tion, and information relative to the size 
and accommodation of some 95,300 houses 
out of a total of 145,724 in the city is in 
the possession of the Department. 


The Quarry Hill Scheme. 


Quarry Hill is a prominent site of some 
23 acres, situated within half a mile of 


the centre of the city, and forms the 
focal point of the east end of the main 
shopping street of Leeds known as The 
Headrow. 


The site, although a most attractive 
one, has proved to be a difficult one to 
develop. In the first place, hundreds of 
cellared dwellings had to be demolished, 
the bodies from two old burial grounds 
removed, and a brewery, some large 
factory buildings, the foundations of two 
gasometers, seven fourteenth-century coal 
holes, and approximately three miles of 
disused sewers cleared, which proved 
expensive obstacles. By a vertical 
development, it has been possible to 
provide accommodation for 938 families 
and to devote no less than 82 per cent. of 
the area to open space. (See Fig. 1.) 


The 938 flats are made up as follows: 
Al, 82 flats each of area 430 sup. ft.; A2, 
396, of area 583 sup. ft.; A3, 396, of area 
653 sup. ft.; A4, 37, of area 850 sup. ft.; 
and Abd, 27, of area 922 sup. ft. Plans of 
types A2 and A3 are shown on plan in 
Fig. 2. The development also provides 
for a shopping centre of 20 shops, a large 
community hall, nursery school, refuse 
disposal station with laundry above, 
estate office, electricity sub-station, wire- 
less relay station, seven playgrounds for 
children of varying ages, including 
shelters and conveniences, two tennis 


courts, a bowling green and a small sports 
pavilion. 

The. development, although large in 
itself, actually forms less than half of a 
comprehensive development for 2,500 
flats, and the refuse disposal station pro- 
vided at Quarry Hill is planned and 
equipped to deal with the disposal of the 
refuse from the entire development. 

The flats are planned for direct stair- 
case access, and vary in height from two 
to eight floors, electric automatic 
passenger lifts being provided to blocks 
of four floors and over. Each flat is pro- 
vided -with a self-contained balcony; 
these, together with the living-rooms, 
face sunwards. (See Fig. 3.) 


The Mopin System. 


An interesting feature of the scheme is 
the introduction of the Mopin System of 
Carcase Construction, designed by E. 
Mopin, Civil Engineer, 8.I.C.F., Paris. 
This system can best be described as a 
simple form of prefabricated concrete, 
consisting of standard precast elements 
of vibrated reinforced concrete, clothing 
a light steel frame. The concrete units 
are all made in a factory on the site. 
This factory contains a floor area of 
33,840 sq. ft., including a drying-floor 
area of 19,000 sq. ft., a contractors’ office, 
a mould repair shop, reinforcing shop, 
etc.

The factory is equipped with a com- 
plete electrical installation, 12 vibrating 
tables, including mechanical and pneu- 
matic compressed air plant, oil com- 
pressors (for oiling moulds), two electric 
welding machines for the manufacture of 
the reinforcing mats, one large concrete 
mixer. 


The factory is designed to deal-with the 
manufacture of approximately 524,000 
units. "NX

Steelwork. 

The steelwork is of light construction, 
the stanchions are of compound sections 
and formed with channel sections built 
face to face, with backing plates and joints 
welded on the site. The stanchions are 
set out on the ground and the complete 
frame built up by the introduction of the 


main beams, which are designed on the. 


continuous beam principle, and are, in 
turn, site welded to the stanchions. (See 
Fig. 4.) Each frame is clamped to 
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specially designed lifting tackle and 
hoisted into position by means of a crane 
(see Fig. 5), and finally bedded to the 
stanchion bases, which are of normal 
construction. 

The erection of a frame, consisting of 
approximately 300 ft. lineal of built-up 
steel sections, can be carried out within 
15 minutes. After erection, the frame 
is plumbed up and concrete is poured in 
between the two channels forming the 
stanchions and vibrated by means of a 
small electric vibrating machine. The 
erection of the vibrated concrete units 
follows immediately, first the floor slabs 
which are usually 4 ft. 82 in. long by 
1 ft. 7 in. wide by 2} in. thick, (fee 
Fig. 6.) 

These ‘slabs rest on haunching pieces 
and the four projecting ends of the 
reinforcement rods are turned over the 
top flanges of the intermediate joists, 
The joints and haunches are then grouted 
up and the necesary beam filling com- 
pleted. This work continues to the roof, 
and the asphalting, consisting of two 
layers, is finished with granite chippings. 
The floors are designed for 40 lb. per 
sq. ft., and the roof for 30 lb. per sq. fi. 

The next operation is the fixing of the 
wall posts, window heads, cills, and the 
framing of the balconies. The wall posts 
are slotted to carry the outer wall slabs, 
and are bolted to the cross-beams, the 
window heads being pinned to the wall 
posts. 

The hanging of the outer wall slabs is 
the next operation. These slabs, 2 in. 
thick, are made with a notch at each end, 
each notch taking a seating in the respec- 
tive posts. (See Fig. 8.) The slabs above 
and below the windows are faced with 
8 in. Derbyshire spar, and those between 
the windows with 2 in. screened and 
washed brown gravel, the spar and the 
gravel being vibrated into the slabs 
during manufacture. (See Fig. 7.) 

The balconies (see Fig. 9) are formed 
along with the external slabs, and finally 
the parapet slabs are fixed. The external 
walls are cavity type, and, as already 
explained, the outer leaf is of vibrated 
concrete units (see Fig. 10), the inner 
leaf being formed with 24 in. “ Pioneer” 
slabs of the dense mix (approximately 
65 lb. per cub. ft.). The cavity varies in 
width; above and below the windows it is 
53 in, and between the windows 3% in. 
The two leaves are tied together by 
means of specially designed galvanised 
iron ties. The partition walls are 
“‘ Pioneer ”’ slabs and the party walls are 
cavity walls with a 3-in. cavity and

formed with two leaves of 24 in. 
“Pioneer”? slabs of the extra dense 
mix (75 lb. per cub. ft). In the whole of 
this scheme brickwork is eliminated, 
except for chimney breasts and flues. 


Wall Treatments. 
Two forms of wall treatment have been 
introduced: a skimming coat direct on to 





the slabs and a plastic paint applied after 
dressing down the slabs and treating 
with two coats of size. The ceilings are 
finished with §-in. fibre board, with all 
joints, including those between wall and 
ceiling, sealed with a canvas strip. 


The floors of the habitable rooms are 
finished with 1-in. T. and G. boards on

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fillets and breeze, and those of the 
scullery, bathroom and entrance with 
6 in. by 6 in. red quarry tiles. Steel case- 
ment. windows have. been introduced 


- which include safety opening and curtain 


brackets. 


The main staircases are formed with 
vibrated concrete strings and steps and 
the walls, also in vibrated concrete units, 
faced -with: pea gravel. As already 
mentioned, each flat is equipped with the 
Garchey system of refuse disposal, which 
will enable the tenants to place their 
refuse in the sink and for it to be con- 
veyed first by gravitation and then by 
suction to the refuse disposal station. 
Each flat is also provided with a separate 
domestic hot-water supply operated from 
a back boiler in the back-to-back range. 


A gas griller is provided in each 
scullery; electric lighting and power is 
provided to each flat, also conduit for the 
drawing in of radio by-wire cables, 


The scullery has been carefully planned 
as a working room, and includes a sink 
combination, consisting of five cupboards, 
five drawers, a draining board and a 
concrete slab. There is also a linen 
cupboard, a food store and a coal store 
accessible from the balcony. A china 
cupboard is provided in each living-room 
and a hanging cupboard in the principal 
bedroom. 


BUILDING STATISTICS 


Returns as to the estimated cost of 
buildings for which plans were approved 
during May have been received from 144 
local authorities (representing towns with 
a population of 17,349,000 in 1931). The 
returns show, states the ‘‘ Ministry of 
Labour Gazette,” that in May, 1937, plans 
were passed for buildings with an esti- 
mated cost of £9,015,200, compared with 
£12,476,600 in May, 1936.- This repspeents 
a drop of 27.8 per cent.

Employment Figures. 

Employment during May showed a 
slight improvement and was good on the 
whole. As regards individual occupations 
employment was very good with brick- 
layers, fair with slaters, and good with 
other classes: of skilled operatives; short- 
ages of skilled operatives, particularly 
bricklayers, were again reported in some 
districts.. Among labourers, etc., employ- 
ment remained slack. At May 24, 
117,545 insured workpeople (11.5 per cent.) 
were unemployed, this being a decrease of 
0.4 per cent. over the April figures, but an 
increase of 0.4 over May, 1936.

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RESTRICTION OF RIBBON DEVELOPMENT 


I.—SOME CRITICISMS AND SUGGESTIONS 
BY THE AUTHOR OF “ THIS FREEHOLD CURTILAGE.” 


1l.—THE ADMINISTRATION OF THE ACT. 


Ler us first consider the size of the 
job that has been taken on by the 
Highway — generally the County — 
Authority in administering the Act, 
whether directly in the past, or as agents 
for the Ministry of Transport in the 
future. The Authority which had to 
administer 20 district areas, each submit- 
ting 40 cases under the Act each month, 
would not be an exceptional example. 
It is a prodigious task for one office to 
undertake to examine the claims of 300, 
let alone 800, cases each month, and the 
machinery necessary to handle this bulk 
of new business must be a vast one. 
And if this work has to be handled in 
committee, it is obvious that it must 
either be dealt with in a perfunctory 
way, or delayed, or merely formally 
passed on the advice of an official. 

No improper aspersion is intended 
when saying that this work does become 
somewhat perfunctory, does suffer delay, 
and does become in effect under the 
rule of the officials. It is neither the 
fault of the county councillor, nor of 
the. county official, that this is so. It is 
the fault of attempting the impossible. 

Are there not ways and means of 
simplifying the entire process, so that its 
necessary part may be- administered 
under tolerable conditions? The fact 
that a large proportion of the cases 
which come before a County Authority 
require only a formal approval, the 
awaiting of which is an unnecessary 
delay, suggests that this task should not 
be impossible. I suggest that all cases 
which. conform with the terms of the 
Act should be endorsed with approval 
by the official himself without reference 
to the committee. 

The time limit of two months which 
the Act allows the Authority, within 
which to give or refuse consent, was 
obviously intended as a maximum for 
use in the extreme and complex cases. 
In most districts the period has become, 
purely on account of pressure of work, 
almost a minimum. -In any ease it is 
certain that almost every job projected 


within the scope of the Act suffers an- 


automatic delay of at least one month 
longer than that normally due to local 
by-laws and town-planning purposes. A 
great majority of new buildings fall 
within this scope, so that it can be said 
that the incomes of all architects, 
builders and property owners, in so far 
as they are derived from works falling 
within the scope of the Act, have been 
delayed four weeks by its operation, and 
that this “lag ’’ will not be caught up, 
under present circumstances, until the 
final day of retirement from. business. 
Each architect, builder and building 
owner who makes, say, £600 a year out 
of building enterprise within 220 ft. of a 
classified road, becomes, in effect, fined 
£50, which is not recoverable until he 
finally retires from business—unless 
something is done to restore the normal 
routine of building. ; 

We are dealing with tens of thousands 
of individuals, and the cumulative effect 
is therefore a prodigious one, but one 
whereby the State must lose a large sum 
in direct taxation, which can only be 
made good by other means which return 
upon the head of the unfortunate victim. 

This complaint of delay is, therefore, 
no mere “grouse” of an individual 
unreasonably hostile to any form of 
official control, but a very real and sub- 


stantial complaint -inwolving not only 
common justice, but national prudence: 
for it is to the interest of the country at 
large to stimulate the earning of incomes. 

Another complaint is the need for the 
preparation of yet another set of dupli- 
cate plans for the purpose of securing 
consent under the Act. The cost of the 
additional preparatory work must be 
borne either by the architect or by the 
building owner. Generally it is borne 
by the architect, who is reluctant to 
complicate, his claim for fees by the 
addition of apparently trivial charges. 
The cost to him is not likely to be less 
than a guinea in labour and prints, so 
that if he submits 25 such cases in a year 
—as would happen in a very modest 
practice—he is fined a further 25 guineas 
each year on this account. If, on the 
other hand, he does recover this from 
his client, any such building owner who 
had 25 projects of this nature within 
a year—and there are many whose 
activities extend so far—will have to 
meet the 25-guinea fine or more, accord- 
ing to how he is charged for these 
additional services. 

A further complaint is that under 
which consents are granted with con- 
ditions. There are many cases where 
projects within built-up streets are per- 
mitted only on the owner signing an 
agreement to demolish the new work if 
called upon to do so at some distant 


future date, not specified, without claim 


for compensation. Frequently the cir- 
cumstances. are so obviously stable that 
it is safe to enter into such an agree- 
ment. But the cautious property owner, 
faced with such a document, may well 
consider how many more of such agree- 
ments may be in existence to encourage 
the Authority to undertake some major 
street improvement, secure from high 
claims for compensation. It does not 
seem that the Act contemplated the 
placing of citizens in such a trap. 

It seems not unreasonable, then, to 
suggest that the Authorities themselves 
are not -administering the Act in as 
broad and simple a way as possible, and 
that much of the work and delay which 
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occur arise out of a narrow inierpretat; 
of the law as ‘it stands. sien. 

To sum up our complaints against the 
administration of ‘the Act, we have 
then :— : 

(1) That the machinery involves aqqj. 
tional delay in the commencement of 
any building falling within its 8COpe 
whether or not it offends the terms of 
the Act. 

(2) That additional expense falls upon 
either the architect or the buildin 
owner, in the preparation of additional 
plans, whether or not the project is q 
proper one or otherwise. 

(3) That responsible officialdom dogs 


‘not make use of its knowledge of 


the Act to release work which the terms 
of the Act approves; and that all plans 
have to come before the Council, whether 
in order or not. 

(4) That there is a tendency to extort 
onerous conditions out of intending 
building owners, as the price of consent 
to their projects. 

Some of these matters rest with the 
administration to ameliorate by setting 
its house in order. Others are more or 
less forced upon it by the complex 
terms of the Act. itself, and by its obliga 
tion to prevent citizens unknowingly 
breaking the law. So we cannot quite 
detach this matter of administration 
from our criticisms of the Act itself, and 
we must bear that in mind when we 
consider constructive suggestions. 

What is necessary to emphasise is that 
the Act itself is difficult and severe 
enough by its own terms, without any 
further complications arising out of its 
administration. It is this two-fold 
imposition which is at the root of the 
trouble, and much of it might be 
avoided without prejudice to the real 
objects at which this legislation aimed. 

We have now to turn our minds to 
ways and means by which these essential 
objects can be dealt with, involving as 
little let or hindrance as possible to 
desirable building development. The 
net is a close one, but there is no doubt 
that a good deal of undesirable matter 
passes the mesh, while much that is 
desirable is entangled. 

The concluding article in this series 
will be devoted to this question of 
reform, both in the Act and in its 
administration.

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THE 1936 FORM OF SUB- 
CONTRACT FOR BUILDING 
: vi

Clause 19—Plant, Tools, etc., of Sub- 
” contractor tc be at his Sole Risk. 

By this clause, all tools, equipment and 
other property of the sub-contractor or his 
servants and agents, with the exception of 
materials properly on the site, are at the 
sub-contractors’ sole risk. He must bear any 
loss or damage to them, and he binds him- 
self to indemnify the contractor against any 
Joss or damage, claim or proceedings in regard 
to them, and costs and expenses of the same. 
Insurance against any of the above is the 
sole concern of the sub-contractor. 

The clause replaces Clause 15 of the 1935 
Form, under which the sub-contractor in- 
demnifies the contractor against any liability 
for loss or damage to the sub-contractor’s 
plant, tools, tackle equipment or other 
property (or of his workmen), which is 
caused by theft, civil commotion, fire, storm, 
tempest or explosion. The sub-contractor 
binds himself to make arrangements for 
insurance as seem proper to him. [For in- 
surance by the contractor of the sub-contract 
works, see Clause 4 of both Forms of Sub- 
contract. ] 


Clause 20—Insurance by the Contractor and 
the Sub-contractor Respectively. 

Under this clause, both contractor and sub- 
contractor undertake to take out and keep on 
foot insurances, for amounts approved by the 
other, against their respective liabilities under 
the Fatal Accidents Act, 1846, the Employers’ 
Liability Act, 1880, any Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Acts and Acts replacing or ameni- 
ing the same in force at the time, as well as 
at Common Law, in regard to injuries both 
fo persons or property which arise out of and 
in the course of the main contract and sub- 
contract works and/or arising out of and in 
the course of the employment of any work- 
man employed by contractor and_ sub- 
contractor respectively or caused thereby or 
due thereto. Each of the parties, at the 
request of the other, must at reasonable times 
produce the policies of insurance, as above, 
and receipts for premiums paid. 

Under the corresponding Clause 16 of the 
1935 Form, a similar duty is cast upon con- 
tractor and sub-contractor as above, but 
under the clause the contractor binds himself 
to employ only sub-contractors who are under 
4 similar liability to ensute. This requirement 
would appear to be unnecessary, as all sub- 
contractors would be required by the terms 
of their sub-contracts to insure against their 
liability in regard to matters included in 
Clause 20 of the 1936 Form. 

Clause 16 of the 1935 Form also provides 
that where a claim is made against the con. 
tractor, and the latter claims, and the sub- 
contractor admits, that the contractor is 
entitled to be indemnified by the sub- 
contractor, then, if the sub-contractor pro- 
vides security for the payment of such claim 
or costs for which the contractor might be 
liable, the contractor is to transfer to the sub- 
contractor the absolute control of the pro- 
ceedings necessitated by the claim. 


Clause 21 — Determination of this Sub- 
contract by the Contractor. 

Sub-clause (a) of this clause is substantially 
the same as Clause 17 of the 1935 Form. It 
Provides that default by the sub-contractor 
_m (1) wholly suspending without reasonable 
¢ause the sub-contract works before comple- 

tion, (2) failure to proceed with the said 
works without reasonable diligence, and (3) 
Tefusal or persistent substantial neglect to 
ve defective work or improper material 

ter written notice from the contractor, are 
: grounds for the contractor determining. 
y written notice, the sub-contract, provided 


such default continues for ten days after. 


written notice from the contr 
t ; actor. The 
Notice of determination must not be given 
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unreasonably or vexatiously, and will be void 
if the ‘contractor is in breach of this sub- 
contract when such notice is given. 

Sub-clause (b) of the present form empowers 
the contractor, by written notice, to deter- 
mine the sub-contract should the  sub- 
contractor commit any act of bankruptcy (as 
to which see Section 1 of the Bankruptcy 
Act, 1914) or make or enter into any deed of 
arrangement, etc, with his creditors, or suffer 
or allow any execution to be levied on his 
property or obtained against him. [As to 
the bankruptcy of the contractor and the 
determination of the contract by the com- 
mission of an act of bankruptcy by the 
employer under the 1931 Form of Building 
Contract, see Clauses 22 (b) and 23 of that 
contract, ] 

Sub-clause (c) of the present clause of the 
1936 Form, contains the rights and liabilities 
of contractor and sub-contractor, as between 
themselves, whem the sub-contract is deter- 
mined under Sub-clauses (a) and (0). The 
sub-contractor is to be deemed in breach of 
the sub-contract; the contractor is only to be 
liable for the. value of any work actually and 
Seger g executed and not paid for at the 
date of determination (as calculated under 
Clause 9), and he can recover or deduct from 
or set off against any such amount the amoun’ 
of damage and/or loss and expense he has 
incurred by reason of the determination under 
this clause. 


Clause 22—Construction of this Sub-contract 
in Relation to the Main Contract. 


The first portion of this clause, which has 
no counterpart in the 1935 Form, may be 
oriefly summarised thus : Nothing in this sub- 
contract is to prejudice the contractor’s right 
to determine the main contract [see Clause 22 
of the 1931 Form] or to limit, etc., his right 
(except as provided in this sub-contract) to 
carry out the main contract works. Exercise 
of the above rights is not to be deemed a 
breach of the sub-contract by the~contractor. 
Should the contractor determine the main con- 
tract, his sub-contract also determines, and 
the sub-contractor has no claim to damages, 
loss or expense on that account. He is, how- 
ever, entitled to be paid by the contractor 
the value of any of the sub-contract works, 
with authorised -variations, actually com- 
pleted but not paid for at the date of the 
determination (their value being estimated 
under Clause 9). 

The latter part of the present clause 
provides that, subject to the above, if any 
provisions of the main contract applicable to 
the sub-contract works are repugnant to or 
inconsistent with this sub-contract, the pro- 
visions of the sub-contract are to prevail. 
This provision 1s contained in Clause 19 of 
the 1935 Form.

BUILDING LAWS AND REGULATIONS —XXVI 


RESTRICTION OF RIBBON DEVELOPMENT ACT. 
By B. PRICE DAVIES, F.S.1., F.R.1.B.A., M.T.P.I.

Roaps have ‘been dealt with previously, 
and reference can be specially made to Fig. 2 
in J'he Builder of July 12, 1935. In that 
diagram the term “Road Improvement 
Line ’’ is elucidated, and this has bearing on 
the above Act. Building lines are also 
shown in Fig. 2, but this Act does not deal 
directly with building lines; other legisation, 
described in previous articles, already makes 
such provision. 


The Public Health Act of 1925 provides for 
the prescription of road improvement lines; 
but action under ‘the Ribbon Act supersedes 
such improvement lines, for the prescription 
of standard width lines amounts to a similar 
form of procedure. This does not mean that 
procedure under the Public Health Act of 
1925 is entirely superseded by the standard 
width procedure of the Ribbon Act, for it is 
still applicable to roads without standard 
width stipulations. Building lines prescribed 
under the powers of the Roads Improvement 
Act of 1925 remain in force on standard 
width roads, unless they are overrun by the 
action arising out of the prescription of 
standard widths. The highway authority 
and the planning authority have power to 
prescribe building lines which are based upon 
road standard widths. 


The Act is frequently termed ‘‘ The Ribbon 
‘Act’ for the sake of brevity, and during a

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‘* middle of the road.’’ It should be noted 
that this applies to the procedure with regard 
to the prescribed standard width as well as 
to the control for the 220 ft. distance.

conference on Housing and Town Planning 
last year one delegate wanted to use the Act 
to prevent the erection of a public-house in 
a certain district. He was gently reminded 
that the Ribbon Act was not intended as a 
Blue Ribbon Act! 

Fig. 133 is set up in order to illustrate 
the subject-matter which has appeared in 
recent issues. Attention can be drawn 
at the outset to the area which comes 
under the control of the highway authority. 
This extends from the line “ A ’’ to the line 
“*H,”’ both of which are 220 ft. distant from 
the middle of the road. 

The next item to note is the position of 
the Standard Width lines prescribed by the 
Highway Authority. It is possible for the 
middle of the existing road and that of the 
standard width to be in the same position : 
the road may already be to the standard 
width required (in no case less than 60 ft.) 
or the additions to the road widths are evenly 
balanced to the existing road. In general 
practice, however, the conditions as indicated 
in Fig 133 are more probable. 

The. Ribbon. Act provides that where 
standard width lines are laid down, then the 
“‘ middle of the road”’ as affected by such 
standard width lines (and shown by line F

154, we will imagine that the service road 
is the main road, and we get the illustration 
at once. Such ribbon development may bring 
both vehicular and pedestrian access direct 
to the road, while the problem of the stand. 
ing vehicles is even more serious. 

By obtaining -control as indicated in Fig, 
133, the highway authority are able to direct 
the access to the main road as shown in Fig. 
134. They may stipulate minimum distances 
for access roads (P and Q), and prohibit any 
other form of access for the usual type of 
building development. The service road may 
be right against the main road, but with the 
stipulated accesses as shown, but it is now 
considered essential that the service road 
should be clear of the standard width. The 
usual minimum ‘distance (D on Fig. 134) is 
440 yds., but the shape of the road or the 
ground adjoining may affect this considerably. 

The usual type of service road is illustrated 
in Fig 128, being the town planning 
scheduled street, type G. This is 25 ft. wide 
with a 16-ft. carriageway. The highway 
authority, operating under the Ribbon Act, 
may prescribe their own requirements in this 
way. The highway authority and the local 
authority responsible for the exercise of the 
building by-laws may not be the same body; 
whatever is beyond the standard width of 
road is subject to such by-laws, and the 
widths prescribed by the by-laws (or town 
planning scheme) must be observed. In this 
way it is possible for the highway authority 
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‘npose <estrictions on the building 
developer wich are contrary to the by-laws 
of the local «wthority. It is possible for the 
individual r>~uirements of either authority to 
allow the la::4 to be suitable for development, 
but when boih sets of requirements are con- 
sidered, it csv be fo d that a building site 
is completeiy sterilised for building develop- 
a consult Fig. 135, side A indicates the 
usual form of development, and side B that 
which is being demanded under the powers 
of the Ribbon Act. An access 1s allowed at 
P, say, 4 ft. 6 ins. wide, and the houses are 
to be reached by the lengths of footpath P to 
Q and P to R. It is possible that this is 
quite contrary to the building by-laws, even 
in accommodation for pedestrian traffic. ‘lhe 
same applies to vehicular traffic—for the ser- 
vice road must conform with the by-laws or 
planning scheme. 
Reverting to a pedestrian access 4 ft. 6 ins. 
wide, reference can be made to Fig. 129, 
which is the town planning street type H. 
No maximum length of street is indicated in 
such case, but the consent of the Council is 
necessary if it is to be used as a principal 
means of approach as indicated in Fig. 15. 
Here we should remember a rule which has 
persisted in building legislation previously 
dealt with, namely, that such an approach 
should not be more than 200ft. long. In 
other words, it means that a person carrying 
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a load from a standing vehicle in the carriage- 
way, should not have more than 200 ft. of a 
journey before he reaches the nearest fence 
of a premises. We have to bear in mind that 
under the Ribbon Act, the highway can be 
fenced, so that even pedestrian access, other 
than through stipulated positions, is pre- 
vented. In Fig. 135, the road _ fence 
from P. to R and p to Q is to be unbroken to 
prevent. access. The provisions of the Rib- 
bon Act are new and far-reaching. Their 
primary purpose should not ‘be forgotten, 
namely, the prevention of town growth in 
a straggling way along existing highways. 
This is often uneconomic for communal con- 
trol, and is often unsightly. The highway au- 
thority administering the Ribbon Act can even 
refuse service roads, as shown in Fig. 128, and 
insist upon back land development. The alter- 
natives faced are expensive single frontage 
roads or back land development, with double 
frontage roads. The latter may present rear 
views to the main roads, and can be very un- 
sightly. The writer favours the service road 
set well back with a parkway between. ‘The 
Avenue Foch in Paris provides an excellent 
(and by no means new) type of this develop- 
ment. The highway authority can control 
the road, but the amenities on either side can 
still be with the planning authority, and the 
latter’s stipulations can be supplemental to 
the former’s control.

ARMY VOCATIONAL TRAINING 


EXHIBIT AT TROWBRIDGE. 

Army Vocational Training was represented 
by the Chisledon Centre at the Bath and 
West and Southern Counties Show, held at 
Trowbridge, recently, The A.V.T.C. exhibit 
occupied a site of about 8,000 superficial 
feet, laid out as a formal garden, the focal 
point of which was a pavilion, a building of 
pleasing design. 

Delicate spring flowers contributed by the 
gardening students enhanced the appearance 
of the enclosure. Examples of work in all 


_trades taught at the Chisledon Centre were 


displayed for inspection. and it was evident 
that a high standard of proficiency had been 
achieved by the soldier-students who pro- 
duced them. 

As work in the carpentry, painting and 
electrical trades had been very practically 
demonstrated in the construction, decoration 
and lighting of the pavilion, the interior of 
the building was divided into three sections, 
mainly devoted to exhibits of work from 
the plasterers, plumbers and bricklayers. 

A finely-worked model had been con- 
structed by the plasterers in the form of an 
alcove. This consisted of wall panels 
beneath a canopy resting on columns and sur- 
mounted by a semi-dome, the whole carried 
out in fibrous plaster and decorated by 


appliqué panels in reed-mould, fluted and 
sunray motifs. 


The centre piece of the alcove, an elliptical 
wall dish with scroll enrichments, was an 
excellent example of reverse moulding and 
casting. There were also a globe and pedestal 
and several vases in the Greek style, while 
a generous selection of concrete garden orna- 
ments had been informally arranged about the 
garden enclosure. 

The plumbers had provided a comprehensive 
display, which embraced examples of almost 
every type of work likely to be required of 
a. practical plumber. A large variety of 
junctions, bends, angles, sets and methods of 
pipe jointing in both lead and iron were 
illustrated, besides several neatly designed 
rain-water heads and an ornamental bossed 
canopy which incorporated lead-burnt joints, 
the whole being cleverly executed. Specimens 
of lead glazing took the form of pendant 
lanterns, a ceiling. light bowl and a stained 
glass lancet window. 

An excellent specimen of a fireplace in 
sand stocks was on view, together with a 
miniature gable containing a lancet window, 
a semi-circular gauged and moulded arch 
supported on moulded columns, all in red 
rubbers and exceptionally well done, the 
whole constituting a bricklaying exhibit of 
outstanding merit. 

The oxy-acetylene welders had supplied a 
wide range of models illustrating various 
methods of welding on mild steel, copper, 





aluminium and cast iron. The practical side 
of welding and cutting was demonstrated in 
an assortment of useful articles, which 
included a set of garden tools, a nursery chair, 
book ends, spaniel boot scrapers, antique 
lanterns and a candelabrum. 

In the draughtsmanship course had been 
prepared an excellent coloured survey map of 
the Chisledon Centre, Enlargements, on plate 
glass, of regimental badges, had been skil- 
fully reproduced by the painters, these very 
appropriately including those more closely 
associated with the Bath and West area, 
Wiltshire, Dorset, Devon, Gloucester, Hamp- 
shire, Berkshire and Somerset being among 
those represented 

The Duke of Kent, accompanied by Lord 
Herbert and attended by officials of the Bath 
and West Society, was received by the Com- 
mandant and conducted over the A.V.T.C. 
exhibit. His Royal Highness graciously 
expressed satisfaction with all he saw and 
appeared deeply interested in the work of 
the Centre. 

Every detail of the A.V.T.C. exhibit, 
including the pavilion, was designed by the 
staff of the Chisledon Centre, and everything 
shown was constructed or produced by 
students, none of whom had received more 
than five months’ training, the average period 
under instruction being in the region of from 
three to four months. 

The Commandant and staff. of the Chisle- 
don Centre are to be congratulated on an 
excellent exhibit. 


HOUSING AND TOWN 


PLANNING CONFERENCE 
THE RISING COST OF BUILDING. 


A HovusinG and Town Planning Conference 
of Local Authorities in London and the Home 
Counties was held at the County Hall 
recently, under the chairmanship of Mr. John 
Bond, chairman of the National Housing and 
Town Planning Council. Delegates from 
more than 130 Teal authorities were present. 
The conference was opened by Mr. Lewis 
Silkin, M.P., chairman of the Housing and 
Public Health Committee of the London 
County Council. ; 

Mr. John Martin, secretary of the National 
Housing and Town Planning Council, stated 
that although over 3,146,000 new houses had 
been built since the Armistice, there was 
still a serious scarcity of modern dwellings 
which could be let at rents within the means 
of the lower-paid wage-earners. He regarded 
with concern the rise in building costs that 
had taken place within recent months, and 
considered that, in view of the urgent calls 
made in connection with the Government’s 
rearmament programme, prices would con- 
tinue to rise. 

Mr. C. G. Manton, chairman of the Housing 
Committee of the Brighton Corporation, said 
that a house which four years ago could be 
built for £295 now cost over £400. 

The conference passed a resolution stating 
that a satisfactory solution of the housing 
problem depended upon the construction of a 
further supply of good standard dwellings 
to let at rents within the means of the lower- 
paid wage-earners, and that under present 
economic conditions this work could be under- 
taken by local authorities only if adequate 
Exchequer assistance was provided. 

Dr. Thomas Adams, F.R.1.B.A., who spoke 
on the Regional Town Planning of London, 
said that little progress had been made during 
the past ten years. The Standing Conference 
on Regional Planning for London, which the 
Minister of Health proposed to set up, would 
have a budget of £360. In contrast, about 
£250,000 had been spent between 1923 and 
1930 on a regional plan in New York, 
while the Regional Planning Association of 
Greater New York operated with an income 
of about £10,000 a year. 

Referring to housing conditions, the speaker 
said that our policy in endeavouring te copy 
other countries by erecting huge blocks of 
flats was all wrong. The individual home 
should be retained wherever possible, for it 
was bad for public health to put more and 
more families to the acre by erecting flats. 














LECTURE AT CARPENTERS’ HALL. 

TuHE course of lectures at Carpenters’ Hall, 
E.C., was concluded on Wednesday, June 9, 
by one on Roof Construction, the lecturer 
being Mr. Martin S, Briggs, F.R.1.B.A. Mr. 
Louis Jacob, F.R.1.B.A., presided. 

Mr. Briggs said there were very few 
branches of building in which so little change 
had taken piace in recent. years as in the con- 
struction of timber roofs, but on the other 
hand they were not- used so frequently on 
large buildings—not even in churches, where 
the open timber roof had generally been a 
feature up to a few years ago. Except in 
rare cases where the roof was exposed in- 
ternally as an ornamental feature, modern 
wooden roofing was mainly confined to diwell- 
ing houses, and even there it was being 
ousted by flat roofs of .reinforced concrete. 
In the result, the principles of roof construc- 
tion in timber had remained almost un- 
changed since the days of Tredgold, and going 
farther back the main difference between 
ancient and modern roof design was seen to 
be the continuous reduction in the size of 
scantlings. 

This point was illustrated by a lantern 
slide showing an example of root construction 
according to a specification that had been 
used in ancient Greece. In this case the spans 
were not large but the rafters were enormous 
and closely spaced. 

In the design of any roof the first thing 
to consider was whether that roof should 
be pitched or flat, next whether rooms were 
to be provided in the roof space, and, third, 
what material was to be used for covering. 
These factors determined the exact pitch and 
general construction; and the remaining de- 
tails followed naturally. 

Steepness of pitch was determined partly 
by climate and situation and partly by the 
nature of the roofing material and the method 
of laying. In countries where snow might be 
expected, pitches were usually steeper than 
in Mediterranean or Eastern countries. In an 
exposed situation the pitch should always be 
steeper than in a sheltered one. Some 
materials did not ‘‘ bite ’’ so closely together 
.as others, e g., tiles in comparison with slates, 
and therefore the pitch must be increased to 
prevent rainwater penetrating the roof in a 
driving wind. 

As a general rule in this country a roof of 

felt and Ruberoid should have a rise of 14 
deg., or one-eighth pitch; for pantiles or 
large slates the rise should be 26, deg., or 
quarter pitch; for small slates the rise should 
be 334 deg., or one-third. pitch; while for 
ordinary roofing tiles the rise should be 45 
deg., or half pitch. This last pitch was also 
the one he would recommend for the asbestos- 
cement tiles largely. used on modern bunga- 
lows, although he had seen them at a lower 
pitch. _- 
If the rafters were long they tended to sag 
under the. weight of the roof covering, thus 
forming a concave piece of roofing which 
might not keep out rain or snow. To prevent 
this purlings were used, and if these were not 
sufficient, further support was provided by 
means of a tie beam or truss. 

The lecturer described and illustrated a 
number of roofs. The so-called Mansard roof, 
he said, got its name from a French architect 
of the seventeenth century, who had used it 
largely. It had two slopes, the lower one 
steep, the upper one gentle. It might be 
i either to obtain an effect in design or to 
give good rooms in the roof space. It was 
very popular in semi-bungalow houses, i.e., 
two-story houses, where the upper floor was 
partly or wholly in the roof. e Mansard 
roof did not need a truss. 

The: double-Mansard or ‘‘ curb M’’ roof— 
so-called because in section it resembled the 
letter M—had been used a great deal in old 
London houses. But there was no means of 
watching the gutter at the bottom of the 
valley made by the internal slopes of the 
roof, and it was apt to get blocked by leaves 
or soot. From this gutter again, a wooden 
lead-lined trough conducted the rain outwards 
to the parapet gutter, and this trough also 
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was liable to become blocked, In one respect 
the double-Mansard was a good type of roof; 
it gave good attics back and front. In all 
cases where attics were provided in steep 
roofs, dormer windows were necessary. Sky- 
lights were a poor substitute, often inevit- 
able in low-pitched roofs, but nearly always a 
nuisance, however well constructed. 


Trussed roofs of various sorts were illus- 
trated by the lantern slides. Of church roofs, 
the lecturer said that the object was to get 
a spacious open interior. Therefore tie beams 
were avoided. There were no cross walls, so 
trusses were required to carry the purlins, 
or trussed rafters might be used as an alter- 
native. All such roofs without tie beams 
were more or less defective when structurally 
considered. The curved brace roof, as at 
Walsham Church, in Norfolk, was satis- 
factory only if the supporting walls were 
fairly low, if the span were not excessive, 
and if the roof were strongly bolted and 
strapped at the junction of a Ag principal, 
rafter and brace. The hammer truss was 
delightful and wonderful construction, but 
sometimes failed. For example, at March 
Church, in Cambridgeshire, it had been 
ne to strengthen such a roof with iron 
ies. 

_ If timber trusses were to continue in use 
in_ modern work, the scantlings must be 
reduced by building up the principal mem- 
bers. The Colonel Emy truss had a span of 
65 ft. In its construction it included a curved 
tie beam built up of thin boards bolted 
together and then strapped at intervals to 
the wall piece and principal rafters. The 
‘scissor beam ”’ roof was a trussed roof with 
purlins stiffened by diagonal bracing. The 
thrust was carried down to the ground, and 
the tendency for the principal rafters to 
spread outwards was counteracted by strap- 
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ping them to massive posts. In ;

A lantern slide showed the setting cote 
a lead flat 18 ft. by 15 ft. Generally, said the 
lecturer, the plan of the building as a whole 
determined the position for the ‘outlet . 
rainwater from a flat roof, and the roof had 
to be designed in accordance with this, }; 
the case illustrated, the gutter was laid sieeg 
the outlet side. The distance across the sa 
from the outlet was 15 ft., and this was too 
great to allow of the lead being laid in one 
length. So a drip 3 in. high was provided 
half-way. This height of 3 in. was fixed 
because a rather complicated capillary joint 
in lead had to be formed, and with a height 
of less than 3 in. there was a risk of water 
driving up through this joint. The roof rose 
about an inch below the drip, another inch 
above and 3 in. at the drip, or a total 
of 5 in. To gain this 5 in., strips of wood 
called firring were nailed on top of the joists 
that carried the roof, and the height of these 
was increased from the gutter upwards until 
5 in. was reached at the top. Boarding was 
nailed across the firring pieces. If this 
boarding warped, the lead surface would be 
irregular and hold water, so it was important 
that the boarding should be of seasoned wood, 
It should also be planed very smooth, and the 
boards under flat and gutter should have 
their grain running in the same direction as 
the flow of the water above. 


NATIONAL FEDERATION OF BUILDING TRADES 
OPERATIVES 


PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS. 

THE twentieth annual conference of the 
National Federation of Building Trades Oper- 
atives was held at Douglas, Isle of Man, from 
June 22-25. 

Mr. George Hicks, in the course of his 
presidential address, said the ranks of build- 
ing trades unionism were filling up. There 
was, however, still plenty of room. Building 
operatives now totalled 1,019,680. Out of 
these less than half a million paid trade union 
contributions, though they all benefited by 
the services of the unions and the Federa- 
tion. They could not rest satisfied with that. 
They must be unceasing in their endeavours 
in the vast field of recruitment that remained. 
‘** Bring in the Non-Unionists ’’ must be the 
watchword from now on. It was impossible 
to be too strong in numbers, or in organisa- 
tion. They needed increasing unity and in- 
creasing comradeship amongst the rank and 
file membership; a strengthening of the 
organisation of the respective unions; and a 
firmer welding of those unions in the Federa- 
tion. It might be that complete amalgama- 
tion was not immediately attainable. They 
must move towards it nevertheless. The 
organic growth of trades unionism in the 
various crafts and trades and sections had 
been uneven, and had led to the establishment 
of differing services, benefits, etc.- That un- 
evenness could not be abolished by a stroke 
of the pen; it must be a matter of consider- 
able adjustment. It was by a greater con- 
scious loyalty to the Federation, the 
strengthening of its powers, and work along 
the lines of smoothing away the differences 
and gradually cqmbining the services of the 
affiliated unions that real progress would be 
made and real unity achieved. The need for 
unity overrode every other consideration. 

He was happy to say that, during the past 
year, their relations with the employers had 
been such as to keep the industry generally 
free fiom open industrial warfare. The 
National Joint Council functioned as smoothly 


and as efficiently as any piece of machinery 
established for industrial relations and nego- 
tiations. National Joint Emergency and 
other Commissions had been heid in respect 
to problems at issue with various firms and 
had done much to settle difficulties affecting 
the building operatives. 

The ‘‘ Wet Time ’’ Scheme. 

He believed they were on the eve of having 
the opportunity to realise the greatest reform 
the building industry had known. He re- 
ferred to the proposed scheme for the pay- 
ment of time lost through inclement weather. 
This would be an insurance scheme jointly coi- 
tributory and applicable to all the employers 
and operatives in the building industry. The 
scheme would be part of the Unemployment 
Insurance Act. The scheme would be under 
the control of a Joint Board of employers and 
operatives. . At least fifty per cent. of the 
hardship and handicap. of wet time—the im- 
memorial curse of the building industry— 
would be gone. In this way a great step for- 
ward would have been made to stabilise work- 
ing conditions. 

The differential rate had been suggested as 
an alternative. The differential rate—the 
granting of small wage increases to those 
operatives most the victims of wet time—while 
better than nothing, had, in his opinion, the 
tendency to establish divisions amongst the 
craftsmen and did not discriminate between 
those actually experiencing hardship because 
of wet time. and those not. Moreover, the 
differential rate would lack the quality of 
permanence which the insurance scheme would 
possess. 

He was confident that once the scheme ha@ 
been operating for a time, it would come to 
be regarded as part of the normal working 0 
the industry. Building workers would wot 
der why it had never been introduced before. 
All building operatives -should welcome 1 
with open arms. 

Under the National Agreement the wage 
of building operatives were stabilised unt 
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n February the $d. an hour increase 
_ : ted. Not — but it meant an 
annual addition of roughly £4,000,000 to the 
wages bill of the industry. Of course they 
were not satisfied. At the present time there 
was evidence of a large measure of recovery 
in industry in general. There was expansion 
of employment, though there were still about 
1,500, unemployed in this country. Ac- 
companying this recovery there had been a 
considerable rise in prices. The cost of 
living had increased, and was continuing to 
increase. | Consequent thereon there was a 
rowing demand on the part of all sections 
of workers for wage increases. The trade 
unions were pressing wage claims of. their 
members in many trades and_ industries. 
Most assuredly they would not lag behind. The 
Federation was closely following the trend 
of the cost of living and rising prices of 
materials, and would be ready when the occa- 
sion arose. 
Boom and Unemployment. 

During the past three years we had experi- 
enced a building boom. That boom con- 
tinued. ‘There really had been and was ex- 
traordinary activity in all branches of the 
building industry ; on public and private house 
building; on industrial, commercial and civic 
building; on luxury building, on road build- 
ing and civil engineering and—during the year 
under review—on the building of aerodromes, 
new factories, defence works of various kinds 
in connection with the Government’s Armament 
Programme. Yet during the whole of the 
boom period there had never been less than 
100,000 building operatives unemp.oyed. In 
the winter months that figure had roughly 
doubled. The latest available figures gave 
121,754 building operatives unemployed. 
They could say that at no time was there 
less than 10 per cent. unemployed. Most 
often there was from 15 to 20 per cent, out 
of work. The average unemployment for 
1936 was 148,600—a peak year for employ- 
ment—roughly 15 per cent.—this in times 
when the plant and machinery, the resources 
generally of the industry were being utilised 
to an unprecedented extent. 

There was another aspect to this. There 
had been an enormous increase in the per- 
sonnel of the building industry. The num- 
ber passed the million mark last July, 
amounting to 1,019,680. This was an increase 
of 32,900 as compared with 1935, of 91,400 
as compared with 1934, and of 162,800 as 
compared with 1932. Thus the number of 
building operatives had risen by 19 per cent. 
in four years. No doubt a further substantial 
increase would be recorded for this year. 
They could say that since the boom started 
more than 200,000 additional operatives had 
come into the industry, and now looked to it 
for a living. 

They coud not but regard the future with 
foreboding and alarm. Building operatives 
were the playthings of so many economic, 
social and political factors, The industry 
in which, perforce, they must earn the means 
of sustaining themselves and their families 
was affected by the costs of materials, by 
the availability of materials, by finance—the 
cheapness of money, by changes in Govern- 
ments and by legislation, by private and 
public needs, and above all by the will to 
build of those—master builders, individuals 
and companies, municipal authorities, the 
Government, and so on—who had the power 
> determine whether building should be 
one, 

Here he would like to pay a tribute of 
appreciation for the work of the Building 
Industries National Council. It had drawn 
architects, master builders, the manufacturers 
of ibuilding materials, the operatives—all the 
elements of the industry—together in a man- 
ner never previously known, It had made 
the building industry really conscious of itself, 
of its powers and scope, and of the great 
Services it rendered the community. Its re- 
search work was invaluable. Its reports on 


special phases of the industry and special 
problems affecting the industry were classic 
examples of clear, concise and convincing 
presentation of fact and argument.

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@ wealth of information basically essential 
to their work and plans and policies, 

It was reasonable to assume that housing 
activity would continue for some time. A 
particularly gratifying feature of recent hous- 
ing work was the really serious endeavour to 
raise the standards of building. The Federa- 
vion, in conjunction with the National House 
Builders’ Registration Council, had been fore- 
most in this. They were gratified that the 
Ministry of Health had helped in educating 
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the community against jerry building; and in 
urging the adoption of a certificate guaran- 
teeing the soundness of each: house built. 
There had been a large amount of industrial 
and commercial building, and in this respect 
also there were many indications that con- 
tinuous activity would be maintained. 

The speaker referred in appreciative terms 
to the activities. of their General Secretary, 
Mr. Coppock, in the realm of local govern- 
-ment,
